It would be a m istake for the country 
not to take very seriously the difficulties 
and the dangers w hich have been raised 
up in the Formosa area 
W e are living in 
anxious days. There is a danger of hos­ 
tilities of which no one could see the end, 
once they had begun. And there is danger 
that we may find ourselves in a very d if­ 
ficult position among our allies and among 
the uncommitted nations of Asia and else­ 
where. O ur ease has not been w’ell w o rk ­ 
ed out and stated and we are not in vu l­ 
nerable. Lot no one suppose that another 
blistering statement by Sen. K now land or 
by an adm iral can do anything but m agni­ 
fy the danger and compound the d ifficu l­ 
ties of our position. 
On the face of it the 
position 
taken 
p u blicly by the parties to the great dispute 
are in econciliable. Is there then, the re- 
sponsible statesmen are asking themselves, 
an y light at the end of the tunnel? There 
m ay be some light. It is a dim light and 
distant. B u t perhaps w ith the fate of man 
at stake, there m ay be enough reason left 
in the high places to keep that light burn­ 
ing. 
The light is this. The conflict of posi­ 
tions. in (-conciliable as it is, is just one 
stage short of being as bad as it could be. 
Nobody has delivered an ultm atum and 
nobody is committed to taking any m ili­ 
tary action beyond w hat he is now doing 
Neither side is compelled to take m ilitary 
actions now, next week, next month be­ 
yond the status quo. The only exception to 
this is the decision to ev acuate the Tach 
ens-, and Ifiat is an action not to engage 
forces but to disengage them. 


N O T A S E T T L E M E N T 


It must obviously be the 
business 
of 
every friend of ponce to bring pressure to 
bear against any action to disturb the .sta­ 
tus quo. This is not a cease-fire, and cer­ 
tainly not even a beginning of any kind of 
settlenient. It is, however, the 
necessary 
condition- -as yet not precluded by the o f­ 
ficial statements of either side- for 
ex­ 
changes and for negotiation. This country 
w ill assume that the President has taken 
e very precaution that can be taken to see 
to it that neither the Nationalist C h in e s e 1 
nor any of our units rn the F a r East dis- j 
turb the status quo.

The only sound and 
the only safe position is to treat the u lti­ 
mata' disposition of Formosa as a m atter 
w hich cannot be settled now even by ne­ 
gotiations much less bv force. 
f'he w o rld ’s best hope is 
to 
play 
for 
time, recognizing that a final settlement 
cannot be contemplated until the Chinese 
civ il w a r comes to its final end. There a ie 
now two Chinas. But it is a great question 
w hether we should treat that fact as the 
permanent 
historical 
nature 
of 
things 
N either China w ill accept the two-China 
view , and therefore we must in fact treat 
the two I lunas as 
provisional. 
Nobody 
knows what ten years w ill do to either or 
both of the Chinas. 


W hat is certain is that the Issue of the 
c ivil w a r cannot now be decided by m ili­ 
tary 
force. The m ainland Chinese cannot 
conquer Formosa. Chiang is unable, and 
the United States w ill not attempt, to con­ 
quer the Chinese m ainland. Except for a 
few unimportant 
offshore islands, w hich 
are negotiable, there is a m ilitary dead­ 
lock in the Formosa Strait. Let us 
hope 
that it can be maintained.

A few weeks ago this column cu llied a 
brief discussion ol the severe itching with 
which m any people are aflicted following 
a bath. A fter its publication several cor­ 
respondents wrote 
in 
w ith 
suggestions, 
which, since I do not see how they do any 
harm , I shall pass on. 


Several with this affliction said they had 
received great relief by adding 
two 
or 
three tablespoonfuls of 
ordinary 
baking 
soda to the bath water. Several said that 
they had been improved by avoiding d ry ­ 
ing with a towel, m erely 
letting 
them ­ 
selves dry slowly in the bathroom. 


One wrote that in summertime she got 
relief by dressing im m ediately after the 
bath and going out into the sun. I might 
add that all correspondents indicated that 
this post-bathing itching 
was 
extrem ely 
uncomfortable until they had obtained re­ 
lief in one w ay or another. 


Q — I have been bothered with my lect 
and hands becoming numb. Can anything 
be done and wdiat is the cause?

A — This symptom alone is not

Church, 106 Years Old, 
Moved In Detroit At 
Cost Around $265,000

Movers are rolling the 106-year- 
old stone landm ark across an elab­ 
orate bridge of steel and heavy 
beams to a new location where 
fond adm irers are sure she’ll stand 
another fine century or more. 
Old M ariners, described as the 
oldest stone church in Michigan 
and one of the oldest of her type 
in the nation, has had to get out 
of the way of modern progress. 
Her ancient place hard by the 
Detroit riverfront is a part of the 
great new 
multimillion 
dollar 
center development, now aborning 
•long lower Woodard Avenue. 
But where 
broad 
W oodward | 
dips tow ard the famed river, Old 
Mariners still must stand. 
Civic affection has seen to that. 
The hum ble edifice, rich in his­ 
tory. was saved from extinction 
because she was so close to De­ 
troiters’ hearts. 
Thus the moving. Its only a dis­ 
tance of twro blocks, or approxi­ 
mately 880 feet. But it requires 
extrem e care. 
Tender of her grimy old walls of 
stone and lime mortar, engineers 
say it will take probably until 
m id-February to complete the job. 
It is costing an estimated $265,000. 
To guard against collapse of the 
walls, three to four feet in thick­ 
ness, the church is being inched 


along on hard steel rollers. Steel 
rails lie across a bridge of heavy 
timber.

Officially named M ariner’s Epis­ 
copal Church, she was built in 
1849 from a bequest by tw’o sis­ 
ters. 
The two, Charlotte M. Taylor 
and Mrs. Julia M. Anderson, w id­ 
ow of a U. S. Corps of Engineers 
colonel, provided that the church 
be dedicated 
to the service of 
sailors. It cost $13,000 to build.

These seemingly contrary trends 
are highlighted just now by re­ 
port.'. that deposits in m utual sav ­ 
ings banks have reached a record 
high, that saving and loan associa­ 
tions have had a record year, that 
total liquid savings have risen— 
and that instalm ent debt has ta k ­ 
en a sudden spurt and reached its 
highest level in history, and so has 
the much more important form of 
debt, mortgages. 
Where’s Danger Point? 
Total debt—w hat is owed 
by 
government, corporations and in­ 
dividuals—has risen 47 per cent 
since 1946. with 
corporate 
and 
personal debts leading the way. 
Total debt now exceeds 6U0 bil­ 
lion dollars. 
Is this dangerously high” If not, 
where will the danger point be? 
Mortgages on family homes have 
climbed to 75 billion dollars. The 
Home Loan Bank Board estim ates 


that more than 16 billion addition­ 
al dollars 
will 
be 
needed 
this 
year to finance home buying. 
Instalment buying totals s p u rt­ 
ed w ith the advent of the new auto 
models and are now put at 22 
billion dollars. At the same time, 
the total of single payment loans, 
charge accounts and service credit 
rose to 7*2 billion dollars. 
Income Rising To© 
Bankers, and other managers of 
the nation’s money aud credit, say 
that the growing total 
of 
debt 
isn’t the im portant thing — w hat 
matters is the relation of debt to 
income. And they point out that 
in general income has been rising 
as fast as debt. 
While corporate debt has so a r­ 
ed. for exam ple, so have earnings 
since the war. The ratio of cor­ 
porate debt to income is well be­ 
low the level of the 1920s. 
The ratio of installment debt to 
personal income is also around its 
prewar peaks. But most of it is 
owed in families in the middle in­ 
come brackets, and the lenders in­ 
sist the borrowers are well able to 
repay.

CHICAGO i/P -Accidents in the 
United States last year took a stag­ 
gering toll, killing 91.000 persons 
and

mated economic loss was nearly 
lo billion dollars. 


The nation’s No. I accident killer. 
as in the last several years, was 
the motor vehicle. 


The 
National 
Safety 
Council, 
w hich has reported 
the

mishaps in 1954, said 36.300 lost 
their lives in traffic. That was a 
reduction of 5 per cent from the 
38.300 motor fatalities in 1953 and 
the lowest total 
since 
1950. Tile 
all-time record high was 39.969 in 
1941. 


Traffic accidents last year also 
caused about 1.2.50.000 nonfatal in­ 
juries. 
The 1954 over-all accident death 
toll compared to 95,000 in 1953, a 
decrease of 4 per cent.

CHICAGO (ZP—Louis E. Wolfson 
has won an important legal skrr 
mish in his court fight to gain 
control of Montgomery Ward & 
Co. 
Management, however, will car 
rv the fight to a higher court.

Tuesday. 
Circuit 
Judge Harry M. Fisher declared 
unconstitutional Section 35 of the 
Illinois Business Corporation Act. 
This is the legal foundation for the 
Wal'd staggered system of electing 
directors. 
The effect of the ruling i« to 
direct 
Ward 
to 
elect 
a 
full 
board of nine directors in April, 
instead of only three. Thus Wolf- 
son’s chances of gaining control 
of the board appeared increased. 
However. Robert Cushman, at­ 
torney for the huge merchandising 
firm headed by 81-year-old Sewell 
Avery, announced the decision will 
be appealed immediately to the 
Illinois Supreme Court. 
A test of strength between Avery 
and Wolfson. 43-year-old New York 
and Florida financier, 
will come 
April 22 at the annual meeting of 
Ward stockholders in New York 
Wolfson filed suit Nov. I to force 
election of all nine directors Nov. 
I. The ruling, if upheld, also would 
affect 
numerous 
other 
Illinois 
firms which use the staggered sys­ 
tem of electing directors. 
In 
his 
opinion. 
Judge 
Fisher 
agreed 
with 
Wolfson’s 
attorney 
that the staggered elections thwart­ 
ed the intent of the Illinois consti­ 
tution to provide proportional rep­ 
resentation to stockholders.

that “ staggered elections preserve 
stability and continuity of business 
management."
